BABY CHICKS ARE IN 
STRONG DEMAND 


Over ten thousand chicks have been 
distributed during the past spring 
from the Provincial Government 
Poultry Plant at Oliver. Officials in 
charge of the plant report that the 
demand has been greatly in excess of 
the supply and that many applicants 
have been referred to other breeders 
and hatcheries for their requirements 

Over three thousand chicks are be- 
ing reared on the farm this spring 
and in view of their increasing econ- 
omic importance of beginning is be- 
ing made this year with turkeys.

VALUE OF 
ADVANCED 
EDUCATION 

Many parents ask themselves the 
question: Should I keep my boy at 
school or send him on to. college 
when at the age of fourteen he can 
begin to earn his own living and be, 
so much ahead of the boy who 
spends seven or eight more years 
preparing for his job? 

From the dollars-and-cents point 
of view, this question has been an- 
swered. The College of Business Ad- 
‘ministration of Beston University has 
compiled statistics from the records , 
of that institution and those of the 
Massachusetts department of labor 
and industry. 

These show that the man who be- 
‘gins manual work as a boy of four- 
teen joins the very large group of 
citizens whose earning power aver- 
lites $1,200 annually, which declines 
jrapidly after they are fifty and leaves 
{60 percent of them dependent on 
others for support after they 
laixty years of age. Suppose you de- 
icide that your son shall attend high 
school, gradugte there and commence 
|work at eighteen. He will then be- 
long to a lesser but still sizable 
'group of citizens whose earning pow-

ler reaches the average annual max- 
imum of $2,200 at forty and

graduate’s permanent earnings _ be-

Not 
every house occupant can prevent 
flies from seeking entrance but every 
one can keep them on the outside. It 
is within the province of all to refuse 
to purchase food products which are 
accessible to flies. 

Were everyone (to eliminate breed- 
ing places on his own premises and 
to screen and swat, the _ fly soon 
would become as completely extinct 
as the monsters of which we know 
only through their fossil remains. 
‘rhe fiy is small but he makes up in 
industry and persistence what he 
We become alarmed 
when an epidemic threatens, yet too 
many of us tolerate the fly when we 
know his capacity as a_ disease 
carrier Because he is no novelty we 
minimize the peril which he» may 
transmit.

SUMMERFALLOW 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


The object of the summerfaliow is 
three fold; to’conserve moisture, to 
eradicate perennial weeds with creep 
ing root stalks and to lower the weed 
seed content of the soil. Experiments 
conducted at the Dominion. Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, indicate 
that none of the summerfallow sub- 
stitute crops is as efficient as the bare 
fallow in this respect. ~ 

Experiments with different summer 
fallow treatments stow that any me- 
thod of fallowing wnich will keep the 
land “h'ack” will giv: good results. 
Keeping the land ‘Siwk however, 
Is not alwty)s as ea, ‘ts it may. ap- 
pear. It involves the eradication of 
all perennial weeds with creeping 
root stalks such as couch and sweet 
grass. Canadian and sow thistle, 
brome grss, dandelions, etc., as well 
as the germination and destruction 
of all volunteer grain and annual 
weeds such as stinkweed, mustard, 
wild oats, buckwheat, pigweed, lambs 
quarters, ete. 

To Fallow Without Plowing 

If the soil is a rather light loam 
and free from perennial weeds and 
grasses, fallowing without plowing is 
possible and in some cases advisable 
in that the previous season’s crop of 
weed seeds is not buried to be later 
brought to the surface when prepar- 
ing the land for succeeding crops. 
Summerfallowing without plowing 
on the land which lends itself to that 
practice, permits the germination 
and. destruction of a greater number 
of weed crops than is possible where 
the land is plowed; on the other hand 
fallowing without plowing is seldom 
advisable because the prevalence of 
perennial weeds and grass make it 
inadvisable.

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Seasonable Foods Make Contented Minds 


(BY BETTY BARCLAY) 


King Winter is dead. Queen Sum- 
mer, dressed in flowers and quiver-

We cater to King Winter with hot 
dishes of various kinds that pile fuel 
upon our body furnaces.

She will 
reciprocate by giving us comfort and 
health. 

Milk is an almost perfect food for 
children and very good for adults 
Fruit is healthful for all.. Berries are 
filled with vitamins, minerals and 
salts. Cream, sugar and eggs are a- 
mong our most valuable foods. 

How fortunate it is that all these 
ingredients may be blended into so 
many tasty cold desserts for this 
season of the year. Many who will not 
drink milk are glad enough to dip 
their spoons into sdme tasty dessert. 

half milk and nalf a combination 
of other valuable foods. 

This dessert may be an ice cream. 
It may be a light whip or Bavarian 
cream. It may be a glass of health- 

1 fruitfilled junket. With the com- 
ing of summer this latter dessert 
must not be ignored. Not only is it 
composed of various foods that na- 
ture demands for.warm weather, but 
it is so easily prepared and so econ- 
omical that it has been growing in 
popularity for years. 

Naturally most women are ac- 
quainted with the simple dish of jun- 
ket made from little tablets or from 
the flavored junket. Many however, 
do not appreciate that junket may be 
served with fruits and berries, as a 
breakfast dish or even as a delicious 
ice cream. 

While berries are in season, feature 
the berry derrest. Do not depend en- 
tirely upon berries and cream, berry 
pie and berry shortcake. .Here is a 
recipe that should be tried once-— 
and that means that it will be re- 
peated frequently. 


1 cup fresh strawberries or rasp- 
berries 

1 package raspberry junket. 

1 cup powdered sugar 


1 pint milk 

1 egg white. 

i're; ire junket in the usual way. 
Fut the berries (without cores or 


spots) into.a ‘bowl and sprinkle the 
powGered sugar over them. Add the 
unbeaten egg white and beat with a 
wooden spoon or silver fork, slowly, 
until the berries are broken then 
rapidly until stiff—it takes about 30 
minutes—then place in ice box Pile 
lightly on the junket when serving 

As a breakfast dish a package of 
vanilla junket may be prepared in the 
usual way, poured into deep cereal 
dishes, placed in a warm spot until 
firm and then put in the ice box to 
chill. Before serving in the morning 
it may be sprinkled with bran flakes 
grape nuts or any other dry cereal, 
with a topping of fresh fruit that has 
been cut up and sweetened. As an 
unusual and delicious breakfast treat 
this is hard to surpass. 

As for the novel> ice cream, this 
should by all means be tried. It is 
an uncooked ice cream, very easy to 
make. As_ it is creamier with less 
cream and requires no eggs it is also 
very economical. 

Two quarts of this delicious dessert 
may be made from the following re- 
cipe: 

1 cup strawberry juice 

1 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon cold water , 
“2 junket tablets 

1 quart milk 

1% pint cream 

Mash fresh berries through a sieve 
to get 1 cup of juice. Mix milk and 
cream and warm to lukewarm add 
sugar and strawberry juice. Dissolve 
the junket tablets in the water, add 
to the milk and juice, and stir a mo 
ment. Pour immediately into the 
freezer can and let stand until firm. 
Place can in freezer, pack with ice 
and salt, freeze to a thick mush then 
; finish freezing rapidly.
